MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1944 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mrs.  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  report  as  your  Medical  Officer  for  the 
year  1941.  I have  endeavoured  to  make  it  as  concise  as 
possible  so  as  to  conform  with  the  request  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Certain  figures  which  would  normally  appear 
have  therefore  been  omitted. 

We  are  now  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year  of  the 
war,  and  I am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  health  of  the 
population  has,  in  my  opinion,  been  most  satisfactory, 
notwithstanding  the  restrictions  and  curtailments  which 
have  been  in  force.  All  the  services  have  stood  up  to  and 
bourne  the  brunt  which  a population  above  normal  has 
thrown  upon  them.  We  have,  as  you  are  aware,  had  to 
deal  with  a heavy  influx  of  evacuees,  the  biggest  part  of 
whom  have  been  juveniles  and  T should  like  to  take  this 
opportunitv  of  expressing  my  deep  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  the  foster  parents  who  have  had  the  respon- 
sibility of  caring  for  them,  also  to  the  members  of  the 
various  organisations,  especially  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service  for  the  hard  and  consistent  work  they  have  done 
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in  looking  after  the  wants  of  these  children,  which  has 
been  the  main  factor  in  beeping  them  in  good  health. 

The  essential  services,  water  supply,  sewerage 
and  food  inspection  have  been  carefully  supervised  and 
have  functioned  satisfactorily. 

As  in  the  past,  I am  indebted  in  carrying  out  my 
duties  to  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  L.  Howard  Williams,  who  has  had  the 
duties  of  the  supervision  of  food,  house  inspections  and 
infectious  diseases  and  also  for  his  interest  and  keeness  in 
organising  the  diphtheria  immunisation  of  the  children, 
and  it  is  through  his  efforts  that  we  have  tied  for  the 
first  place  in  the  whole  of  Wales. 

The  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  E.  Burge  has 
never  relaxed  his  watch  on  the  purity  of  the  water  supply, 
which  owing  to  the  increased  population  has  placed  the 
filters  under  an  extra  load.  Frequent  bacteriological 
examinations  have  been  carried  out  by  Dr,  Hoare  at  the 
Government  Laboratory  at  Conway.  The  services  rend- 
ered by  this  Laboratory,  which  also  undertakes  the  exam- 
ination of  swabs,  blood,  faeces,  etc.,  have  been  of 
inestimable  value  and  I hope  that  now  it  has  been 
established  it  will  remain  a permanency. 

You  will  no  doubt  remember  that  I sent  in  a 
Report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  a.  visit  of 
inspection  I made  to  the  Bastion  Road  Camp,  in  which  I 
strongly  expressed  my  opinion  that  the  land  on  which 
this  cam p is  situated  is.  owing  to  the  liability  of  flooding-, 
not  a suitable  site  for  a camp  of  this  size.  For  many 
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weeks  in  the  autumn  it  was  flooded  in  some  parts  to  a 
depth  of  two  feet  reaching  up  to  the  floorboards  of  some 
of  the  moveable  dwellings  and  had  the  appearance  of  an 
inland  lake.  I only  hope  that  before  long  you,  as  a Licens- 
ing Authority  will  be  vested  with  greater  powers  to 
enable  you  to  exercise  more  stringent  control  over  camps. 
It  seems  incongruous  that  a local  authority  on  iheWinal 
could,  by  a special  Act  of  Parliament  get  rid  of  a colony  of 
these  hutments  and  shacks,  a great  number  of  which  were 
immediately  dumped  into  an  area  on  our  eastern 
boundary. 

Water  Supply 

Prestatyn  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Council- 
owned  Water  Works  at  Dyserth.  The  supply  comes 
from  an  underground  Spring  and  is  of  good  quality  and 
character.  The  treatment  consists  of  coagulation  with 
alum,  filtration  through  a battery  of  pressure  filters  and 
chlorination  on  the  chloramine  system.  The  supply  is 
constant  and  the  water  is  entirely  free  of  any  plumbo-sol- 
vent  action. 

The  Undertaking  has  met  the  abnormal  demands 
due  to  the  increajjbd  population  very  successfully,  with 
the  exception  that  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  certain  high  level  areas  at  times  of  peak  load.  This 
difficulty  the  Water  Com  mi  tee  are  tackling  as  soon  as 
problems  of  labour  and  materials  can  be  overcome.  All 
houses  are  supplied  direct  with  the  exception  of  about  20 
houses  supplied  with  stand-pipes. 

The  water  is  under  daily  observation  and  test  f<>r 


clarity,  ph.  value  and  chlorine  content.  In  addition  the 
following  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made 
by  Dr.  Hoare  at  Conway: — 

(a)  on  the  raw  water  26  examinations. 

(b)  on  filtered  water  26  examinations. 

(c)  on  filtered  and  chlorinated  water  26  examinations. 

These  examinations  show  that  the  water  consist- 
ently maintains  the  Ministry  of  Health  Class  I Standard. 

Sewerage 

The  town’s  sewerage  system,  which  consists  of  a 
gravity  system  and  an  ejector  operated  system  on  the 
low-lying  areas  continues  to  function  in  an  extremely 
satisfactory  manner,  and  the  abnormal  load  due  to  the 
swollen  population  has  been  satisfactorily  carried. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  is  using  great  fore- 
sight in  anticipating  future  developments  on  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  and  has  schemes  under  considerations  for 
increasing  the  capacity  of  the  systems  when  such  becomes 
necessary. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  has  installed  an 
electric  pumping  station  at  Y F frith  which  is  a great 
improvement  and  is  operating  very  successfully. 
Meliden  lias  an  independent  system  and  its  own  disposal 
works.  1 liese  works  operate  without  any  trouble  and 
produce  excellent  results 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  the 
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collection  of  salvage  has  been  a major  problem  clue  to  the 
increased  population  and  the  lack  of  manpower  and 
transport. 

I am  sorry  that  your  efforts  to  obtain  modern 
refuse  collecting  vehicles  were  unsuccessful,  and,  that  as 
a result  the  fortnightly  collection  had  still  to  be  resorted 
to.  I still  maintain,  that  in  the  interest  of  public  health 
there  should  be  a weekly  collection  of  the  area.  I am 
pleased  that  you  are  now  making  representations  to  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  with  a view  to  obtaining  the 
necessary  permit  for  these  vehicles  and  hope  that  you 
will  he  succesful. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  Council  were  very  alive  to  the  importance  of 
this  work,  for  it  was  in  1940  that  application  was  made 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval  of  a Scheme  for 
the  District  under  Section  177  (l)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936.  The  Scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  3rd 
June,  (940,  and  my  department  have  since  carried  out, 
with  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  local  medical 
practitioners,  a regular  series  of  sessions.  The  Scheme 
covers  all  children  of  school  age  and  in  addition  children 
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of  pre-school  age  are  included  on  behalf  of  the/A uthority, 


Dining  the  year  the  total  number  of  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  was  315,  of  these  96  were 
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under  5 years  of  age,  and  219  were  over  that  age.

Scabies 

Cases  of  scabies  are  immediately  dealt  with. 
There  are  centres  for  treatment  in  the  County  at  Rhyl 
and  Hawarden.  All  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  of  patients 
and  contacts  are  steam  disinfected.

A District  Nurse  is  maintained  by  the  Prestatyn 
Nursing  Association. 
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Clinics 

Ante  Natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  his  Assistants.  There  is  an  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at 
Rhyl,  \nte-Natal  Clinic  held  at  the  Presbyterian 
Church  Hall  first  and  third  Fridays,  9-30  a m.  to  12  noon. 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  held  at  Presbyterian  Church  Hall 
every  Friday,  l-3l)p.ni.  to  4-30  ; Medical  Officer  attends 
first  and  third  Fridays.  Orthopaedic  Clinic  held  at  the 
Old  Emmanuel  School.  Rhyl  second  and  fourth  Friday 
afternoons,  1-30  to  3 ; Orthopaedic  Nurse  every  opening; 
Surgeon  attends  every  four  months.  No  Day  Nurseries 
have  been  instituted  in  the  Area.

Hospitals 

There  are  none  in  the  Urban  Area. 

Maternity  Facilities 

There  are  two  private  Maternity  Homes  in  the 
Area,  and  there  is  also  an  Emergency  Maternity  Home 
run  under  the  auspices  of  the  Liverpo  >1  Public  Health 
Authorities.

The  Council  do  not  provide  free  food  or  meals.

Forty-one 
deaths  of  residents  took  place  outside  the  area,  whilst 
eight  deaths  of  non-residents  occured  in  the  area, 
giving  a net  rate  for  the  year  of  17  06,  as  compared  with 
15  76  the  previous  year.
